<tccasimial I v in looking over it pn|w>r 
WP «>«< n hunt ini; story <>f mine kind, 
slid, s* for myself, I always read them. 
When I was a Ih.v men hunted for profit, 
hut in mu days it is called *|Mirt. Large 
I, aa iii* in the aide* of (he hills, nnd some¬ 
times in the ImMnnis near stream*, were 
the drinking places, and nil henr the 
«ilcnt marks of the countless herds of 
buflaln, Hk and deer that once roamed 
o»er our forests. They were rilled deer 
liiks. Near the mouth of Mud l.iek 
branch, in Itreathilt county, and on the 
Umls of William 1,. Horst, is one of 
these lieks. About one fourth of a mile 
from this lick, mid at the hack side of a 
bottom now culled Hunks' field, there 
once stood a beech tree on which were 
carved the initials af Daniel Honor and 
bearing the date I7*it* This tree was 
destroyed many years ayn, but Was fre¬ 
quently seen by my father and others 
when the settlement was in its infancy. 
No doubt Han and his comrades shot 
and killed many a deer in Mud Kirk as 
marks on the trees indicated that they 
had remained here Ioiik enough to re¬ 
plenish their supplies of provisions. 
Fnm the als»ve date, or near tout time 
uatil the present, the extermination of 
gntnr has been the pride of the huntet. 

Well, I pronn«ed to tell nf a limit and 
must proceed, hut before doing so I wish 
to say that what I have written is true, 
and what I am going to write is as most 
spirit'*. The hunt took place about Hi 
years ago, nnd was one of those exciting 
'coon limits so common in those days. 
The time of the hunt and the pities* of 
meeting (which was at my house) had 
been fixed. Chief among the limiter* 
wns Vueli (tilths. Vnch had a Yoon dog 
Which he called Hurley. Most every 
lardy nroond here remembers old Hurley. 
The time for the meeting had come mid 
the hunters had Diet. Old Hurley was 
the only dog in tlo* hunt and no one in 
the party doubted hi* ability to catch or 
tree every Yoon which he might scent 
the sign of. for many had been the Yoon 
hides and 'possum skins caught by old 
Hurley and sold hv his master at .1. It 
Klkius' store. Well, supper was over, 
the moon was up and Vuch declared it 
was lime to go. Si I seized my rifle and 
we were nil'. Our hunting ground lay 
on u creek called Frozen. We were not 
long entering the woods and wen* soon 
iiu good limiting grounds. Old Hurley 
wa*now of) nud busily hunting for game. 
Haying gone a short distance into the 
wood*, we thought proper to stop arid 
wait until the dog came up. We did 
not wait long until we heard old Hur¬ 
ley's familiar hark about a half mile 
away. "That dog's treed.” said Vaclt. 
Off we went and were aoon nt the place. 
There whs old Hurley luokiug up info a 
big white oak which wus standing on a 
hillside so steep that it was almost im- 
p«asihle to get to it. Linking tip into 
the tree wc could plainly see no 
animal standing on a limb and looking 
almost as large us a lug dog. “That's 
one of the biggest wild eats that run 
those wisnls," aaid Vueli. We hot It mm- 
taenerd moving up the hill ill order to 
get in la'lier range, for he and I were 
the one* in the party who had guns. I 
began to stumble and fall and a* I went 
my gun struck a tree, and as I held onto 
the stock, the barrel went sliding down 
the hill. 1 caught it, however, and pro¬ 
ceeded to tie it together with n hickory 
withe. While I was doing this Vaeh's 
gun lired. The animal began to utter 
*ime of the most fearful growls f had 
ever heard. “Shoot that catamount,” 
aaid Yack: “it's going to jump and will 
eat tip my dog nnd us too.” “I can’t 
tell how to aim,” said I; “I’ve got ii 
withe around my pun." “Shoot quick 
•nd lake sight afterwards." At the 
crack of my rifle the ea la mount uttered 
another fierce growl and leaped directly 
upon tlo dog. Vaclt ran tip to save the 
^g, hut before he could reach him the 
catamount had torn him almost into
